Death Percentage Will Be Mau-r- 
iaily Reduced in American Mines. 


WASHINGTON,

20.—The 


most hazardous occupation known to 
man is that of life-saver in the 
ser- 


vice of the United States Bureau 
cf 


Minos. It is popularly supposed that 
deep sea diving has Uie highest mor- 
tality rate among all the dangerous 
calling*, but it is not be compared 
with rescue work. In the first year 
of this service two out of the 24 ex- 
perienced miners employed by the bu- 
reau in this desperate work, have giv- 
en their lives while attempting to save 
other*. Seven others have fallen un- 
conscious In the poisonous vapors 
t?£ 


the mines and have been rescued only 
after the most heroic efforts of their 
comrades,' and then resuscitated by 
the use of the modern oygen appara- 
tus in the skillful hands of the em- 
ployes of the bureau. 


Statisticians have a cold, calculating 


method of flndlns the 
comparative 


risk of the different industries ami 
they usually figure on the number of 
men killed per 1,000 employed in a 
year's time. On this basis, th'e mor- 
tality rate amonp Bureau of 
Mines 


rescuers ia SO In 1,000 meif—th<* hich- 
est death rate known to any occupa- 
tion. 


TVHh such a fearful record before 


them, it rnig.it be thought that miners 
would hesitate about engaging in such 
a business, but this is not the 
<r.so. 


T.Iinera are as brave a body of men ns 
can bo found In any industry, 
and 


those who have been trained in rescue 
work by th«- Bureau of Mines 
and 


have sought employment as life sav- 
ers, are imbued with the spirit that 
they are engaged in a srent 
work, 


which promises within a few years to 
materially reduce 
the 
disgraceful 


death rate in American mines. 


That the life-savers have made 
u, 


good beginning is shown in the rec- 
ords of the Bureau of nines. 
In th* 


period of cm: year, 40 entombed min- 
ers hav*> been rescued directly through 
the efforts of the bureau's men a:id 
perhaps as many more by individual 
miners who were trained in 
rescue 


work by the Bureau of Mines. 
Best 


of all. the Toderal rescuers have step- 
ped the death roll nmons volunteer 
life-savers at disasters. 
In the past, 


it is said thr.t a rescuer has jjiven up 
his life for every man saved. 
Forty 


rescuers \ver-; killed at Hann.i, Wyom- 
ing, two years igo, trying to save 
1 t 


entombod men. 
At the Oht-rry mino 


fire in Illinois, lli volunteers who went 
into the mine were brougnt up on the 
caire lifeless. 


Since the Bureau of M'nes took up 


this creat work, but one volunteer 
rescuer in the last ei^ht or ton 
dis- 


asters has ]<-st his life, and this was 
a hero in Colorado who loaned his 
helmet to a dyinp miner. 
The latter 


was saved, but the rescuer was fouiiil 
dead where he had ^iven tit his hel- 
met.
